The assessors said that the aver­ 
age rate over the state has been run­ 
ning from 33Va per cent, to 55 per 
cent, of*the cash selling value. 
This 
wide variance, they say, is too large 
and that they believe it to he unjust 
to the great body of tax payers. 


It is believed that if property were 
assessed at nearer to its true cash 
value there would he less opportun­ 
ity of over valuation of some prop­ 
erties, cau sed by the fluctuations of

between 
real estate assess­ 
ments. 


The assessors were strong in the 
recommendation th at everything in 
personal and real property he as— 
wesscd at 75 ]H*r cent of its full value 
This recommendation was 
adopted 
and it will be the instruction given to 
all township and county 
assessors, 
lu addition to thi>, tlu* recommen­ 
dation will he sent to the state tax 
commission.

The assessors 
applauded 
when 
Dr »Scales of Boonvilie the new mem­ 
ber of the state board, said tin* pay 
of assessors is not commensurate 
with the duties and responsibilities. 


“We want von to he big enough 
and brave enough to assess accord­ 
ing to your best judgment with real 
fairness to every man,” was the a d ­ 
vice Dr. Seales gave. 


Eben II. Wolcott, member of the 
tale hoard, spoke of some of the in­ 
equalities in assessments in 
state, 
discovered through the 
assessment 
report blanks which have been pro­ 
vided for the past two years.

county the average assessment of 
household goods was $19; in another 
it was $57. 


“Tax rates are increasing alarm­ 
ingly all over the state.

The higher the rate, 
the more people try to

property.

congress. 
Mr. 
Lapp 
spoke to the convention of superin­ 
tendents of the National Educational 
Association. 


“ A fter forty years of agricultural 
education such a s ii has been, wc 


are confronted with relatively worse 
conditions 
than 
when 
scientific 
knowledge of agriculture first began 
to get serious attention,” said Lapp. 
“ Average yield of farm crops ha s 
been either practically 
at a dead 
level or only slightly increasing; the 
soil is being exhausted at an alarm ­ 
ing rate; the rural 
population 
is 
shifting to the city; and the cost 
of living 
rises at a rate far in ex­ 


c e s s of increased capacity to pay. 
The tacts are simply that the data 


of agricultural science has not been 
effectively put into possession of the 
men who till the soil and the boys 
who are to succeed them. 


“ Millions of dollars 
have

.-pent, and yet we are about where 


we started from,” said Lapp.
